Letter From Oraves County 

MATriKLD, Kt., Feb. 24, 1862. 

EdUort Democrat — Oeatlemen: Now that 
the rebels are almost diiFcn from the soil of 
our Stale, the oiril law will again resume 
its eway, and the oitisens be permitted to 
eajoy their future of peace and quietude, we 
Laterally turn aroonl and take a retrc- 
apectire view and ask where we are 
and whc shall, in the future, take charge of 
our interests in the various Departmeuts of 
the Qoverncient of our State. In deciding 
the question, the Union men of the State 
should be vigilant and careful who are selects 
ed for the various offices which will be va- 
oaifl, and no man should be trusted who has 
not p.Msed through the fiery ordeal, and 
has oome out without the small of treason 
on his garments. There is to be an election 
in this appellate district in August next 
far Judge of the Court of Appeals, in place 
of Judge Stites, whose term expires at that 
time. That is an important position, and the 
person selected should in all respects have 
the necessary qualifloations. In looking over 
the persons who will probably be oalled on 
to assume the position, I know of no man 
in the distriot better qualified and more de- 
serving than Judge B. K. Williams, the 
present Circuit Court Judge of the Distriot.

The New Orleans Bee of a late date in a 
long article on the '‘crisis” makes use of 
the following language: 

Thus far, il must be confessed, the Fed- 
eral prrgramme has been faithfully carried 
out. They have boasted of their ability to 
take Colnmbus, and possibly they may, al- 
though we have some hopes that the strong- 
hold may defy them. They are bent upon 
the oocupationof Nashville, and at the time 
this is written we cannot say whether they 
have succeeded or not; but we are inclined 
te think that this part of their project will 
hardly be attained save at the cost of con- 
siderable blood-letting. Still, so far as 
actual achievements are oonoemed, it is 
undeniable that the Yankees have aocom- 
pliehed preoieely what they origiaally pub- 
lished as the objects of their oampaign. 

* * * * * * *. 

We anticipate, therefore, no relaxation 
or embarrassments in the preparation of the 
enemy to press the war. We hold, on the 
contrary, that encouraged by success and 
inspired by the belief that a display of ad- 
ditional energy, and the combination of the 
entire military and naval resonroes of the 
Government, will assuredly aeoomphish in 
a few weeks the subjugation of the South, 
every nerve will be si rained in the further- 
ance of this object. North. South, East and 
West— at Richmond, on the coast of North 
Carolina, on that of Sooth Carolina and 
Georgia, in Kentucky, Missouri and Ten- 
nessee, on the Gulf of Mexico — at every 
available point hestile demonstrations will 
be made. The anaconda will tighten its 
folds around us in a thousand coils, and 
endeavor to suffocate and destroy ns with a 
mighty pressure. * ^ * * * 

We must meet the enemy in such strength 
as to impart a reasonable oonfidenoe of oar 
ability to defeat him. We have been fight- 
ing hitherto with iasnffioient nambere, for 
we had been impressed with the fallacious 
notion that one Confederate was equal to 
three Yankees; that sand batteries wsre 
proof against the heavy metal of ehipe and 
gunboats, and that rivers oould be eafely 
defended without striving Ho close them 
against the advanoe of the foe. All these 
ideas must be discarded, and we must pre- 
pare henceforth to conduct the struggle 
with due reference to the power and re- 
aourees of the adversary.

after a short ssseion, adjourned to mtet in 
tbe oity of Memphie oo tho 20ih. Thh oiti- 
seoe, generally, uauware of any disatfer to 
(he Soul hern oanse, wsre quietly repuiring 
to c'lnrch, when, however, they were Wet by 
the report that Fort Donelaou had Ihllfn, 
that a Federal army wag alreaiy at Spring* 
field, Robertson county, about twenik-five 
milee from this city, connected by rairoad, 
and that the gunboa's had passed Omrke- 
ville on their way to tkis oily. The n^den 
flight of (he Governor and all the StaW offi-. 
oers, inolndiBg the General Assemblyi who 
took a special train throngh to Menhis, 
gave color to these hbsard rumore, am the 
whole oity was thrown into a panio. About 
this lime General Johnsou’e army (from 
Bowlioggreeu entered tbe city, ptsising 
Sonth, thus leaving the impression tmt no 
stand was to be made for the defeme of 
Nashville. Suoh hurrying to and fiT was 
never seen. Before nightfall, bnndreie of 
oitlxenv, with their families, were miking 
their way as beet they could to the S^ulh, 
mauy of them having no idea why they were 
thus recklessly abandoning comfortable 
houses, or where they were going. About 
night it was announced that the mililary 
authori'ies would throw open (he |«nb1ia 
atoree to all who would take them. 

The exoilemeat oontinaed through Bun- 
day night, oonetaniiy gaining strength, 
aided by (he destruotion of two gunboats 
ai the wharf, which were in prooess of oon- 
strudion — two fine New Orleans packets, 
the James Woods and James Johnson, hav- 
ing been taken for that purpose. The re- 
treating army of Gen. Johnson oontinaed 
its march, encamping by regiments at oon-^ 
'venient points outside of the oily. Monday 
morning (he drama opened on the oity 
intensely exciting. The public stores were 
distributed to some extent among the 
people, while the army aud hospitals were 
making heavy requisitions, and pressing all 
vehicles aud men that they could, to convey 
their supplies to their camp. At the same 
lime, considerable quantities were removed 
to the depots for transporiation Scuth. 
Evening oame, and no gunboats, and no 
Federal army from Kentnoky. General 
Johnson left for tbe South, placing General 
Floyd in command, aasisl^ by Generals 
Pillow and Hardee. The apprehensions of 
tbe near approach of the enemy beiog found 
groundless, it was determined by General 
Floyd that the destruotion of the stores was 
premature, and an order was sent to olose 
the warehouses, and a force detailed to 
oolleot what had been given out. This was 
done, as far as praotioable, but on Tuesday 
tbe distribution commenced again, and con- j 
tinued, with more or less restriotions, under ^ 
the eye of the most judioious oitizens, until 
Saturday morning Tuesday night the 
wire and railroad bridge across the Cumber- 
land were destroyed, in spile of the most 
earnest and persistent remonstrances of 
our leading citizens. The wire bridge cost 
about $150,000, and a large portion of tbe 
stook was owned by the lamented General 
Zollicoffer, and was the ohief relianoe for 
tho support of bis orphaned daughters. 
The raUroad bridge oest $250,000, aad was 
one of the finest drawbridges ia the 
country. 

The soenos whioh were ennoled daring 
the following days up to Monday morning, 
24*.b, beggars description. The antlriitf 
energ 3 of the Mayor and oity anthorities 
who thronghont this whole affair anted with 
a prudenoe, zeal and devotiea to the city, 
wkioh cannot be toe highly commended, 
was inadequate to keep down the selfish 
and unprincipled spirit of mammon which 
run riot, graiiplnx from the months and 
bacKs of suffering widows and orphans, 
the poor pittance of moat and clothing 
which was left them as indemnity for months 
of toil with their needle, and the eaorifioe 
of husbands, sons aud brothers in defease 
cf the Southern Confederacy. Through the 
efforts of the Mayor, however, a plan was 
adopted on Saturday, by whioh most if not 
all of 1 he ee poor and unprotected creditors 
of the Government were fully secured by 
Quartermaster and Commissary stores. 

Here was an entire week of panic and 
confusion, during which millions of dollars’ 
worth of property was lost to the Southern 
Confederaoy and wantonly destroyed, alt of 
whioh might have been quietly and safely 
removed, had the panio stricken leaders 
been able to maiutuin their equanimity in 
the face of a vague and unautbentio rumor 
that the enemy were near at hand. Com- 
ment upon suoh m*nagemeat is unneoes- 
sary in these columns — it can be heard, 
loud and unsparing, irora every mouth in 
the land. 

On Tuesday, as we learn, the oity of 
Clarksville was surrendered to Commodore 
Foote, of the Federal navy. The Commo- 
dore and staff were invited ou shore and 
hospitably entertained, after whioh he left 
in his gunboats, announcing that he would 
return on Wednesday and take formal pos- 
session of the oity; which be did, issuing a 
very conciliatory proclamation to the pao. 
pie. There are now some 5,000 soldiers at 
Clarksville, as we learu. 

Through the efforts of the city authori- 
ties, something more like order was restored 
on Saturday. The distribution of stores was 
stopped, and every effort made to remove as 
mnoh as possible to the depot, and have 
them carried cff. Large quantities were 
thus removed. But the heavy rains in the 
meantime so swelled the water oourses that 
tbe railroad bridges gave way, and trans- 
portation wan thus stopped on the N. & C. 
R. R. The depots in the meantime, filled 
witih meat and other stores, attracted the 
oormoranta, and riot after riot ensued to 
prevent the mob from jiturally carrying off 
everything. Sunday morning twenty"four 
Federal pickets breakfasted in Edgefield, 
opposite the city ; and daring the morning 
eight of them seized a little stern-wheel 
steamer <hat had been appropriated as a 
ferry, and deoliaed to permit it to continue 
its trips. Mayor Cheatham immediately 
crossed in a skiff, but as there was no offi- 
cer with whom he oould negotiate, nothing 
was donq. • la the evening ^o1. Kennett, of

XZXVIlth Coiurress— First Session. 

WASHixoron, March 3. — Eouee. Mr. 

Stevens, from the Committee of Ways and 
Means, reported a bill providing internal 
revenue for the support of the Government, 
and to pay the interest on the public debt. 



Referred to the Committee of the Wkole 
and made the epeeiai order for one week 
from next Tuesday. 

Mr. Stevens said, as considerable impan 
lieaoe had been expressed by tbe pnblie at 
the delay in reporting tbe biU, he desired 
tc say that the Committee of Ways and 
Means did not obtain possession of the es- 
timate and facts to enable them to judge 
how maeh revenae was aocessary nntil the 
first week in January. The Committee 
then had before (hem all the appropriation 
bills, which were all passed ten days ago, 
being earlier than nsnal in the cession 
The were also engaged spme time on the enr- 
renoy qneetion, inelnding the treasnry note 
bill. The tax sobject was referred to a sub- 
oommittee, whioh worked as assidnoosly as 
possible daring every hoar they were not 
engaged in the House. He believed they 
had worked more hoars every day eiace 
that time than any laborer ia the United 
Slates. When the sob oommittee completed 
its labors, the entire Committee of Ways 
and Means went over the bill carefolly, ar- 



like. 

It is poverty and 
misery — but the full curse of rebellion was 
yet tc oome.

It desecrates with oaths the vary altars of 
the ohnroh, and breaks out in unseemly 
brawls in the most sacred places. Man’s 
life and wsman’s honor, say their papers, 
are not free from assault even in the broad 
blase sf neon, and all that is holy and just, 
is overthrown. It is n pictnre too sad and 
revolting to bo dwelt npon, yet it teaches a 
frigklfnlly important lesson. Ooveroments 
cannot be destroyed withont dreadlnl oon- 
seqnenoes, in whioh the innocent and the 
guilty are involved, nnd without being 
attended with resnlte which we can acquit 
tkoes destroying them of contemplating. 
We will not snppose, for n moment, that any 
Mieh oonseqaenees were aimed at by these 
who havo prodnosd this rebellion, but had 
their aazbition snffsred their other aensse to 
see elsarer, they would have known that 
this resnit was almost sore to follow. 

The lesson is not only for those who suf- 
fered, but for ns who eeospsd. The evils of 
a disrogard for the laws are so clear that he 
who mas may read, aad U is onr profiling 
by the lesson to cling with still stronger 
devotion to onr oonslitntioa and country.

Letter from Eastern Kentucky. 

Camp Bsownlow, Pikstom, 1 
Pixn Co , Kt , Feb. 23, 1862. f 

Editon Democrat —Qeailemen: For two 
days past we have had constant rains, 
aid the waters poured down these hill-eides 
in torrents, the oonsequenoee of whioh were 
the olose oonfinement of the men to their 
tents, plenty of mud, and an overflowing 
river, the result of whioh is s heavy loss to 
the Government in the way of stores, forage, 
camp equipage, ammunition, horses, &o. 

The Sandy river commenced to rise yes- 
terday evening, and rose at the rate of three 
feet per hoar nntil it got oat of its natnrsl 
confines, and swept off everything aleng its 
banks. The Brigade Qirlermaster had a 
very large quantity of stores and forage on 
the banks of the river, whioh had just been 
landed. 

The 40(h Ohio regiment was cnoanfped 
also on the bank of tke river, and about 
9 o’clock tkis evening the rushing flood 
cams and washed away everything in its 
oourse — stores, forage, horses, wagons, 
ienis, oamp]fix!urrs, houses, stables, fenoes, 
and the only grist mill in tke surronnding 
vioinity. The men of the 40th regiment 
had bzrely time to cave themselves. Some 
left their guns, knapsacks, canteens, clothes, 
and even their boots and shoes. The ds- 
straolion to that regiment is equal to a com- 
plete route by the enemy. The loss to the 
Government ie fully one hundred thoosand 
dollars. It was an awfnl eight to see the 
wooden stables, in which the horses were, 
being washed away, and tc hear the groans 
and ories of the poor dumb brutes as they 
flosted off in their prisons without the pos- 
eibiiity of any assistance reaching them 
All day to-day it would remind one of 
Venioe, to see the soldiers paddling around 
the streets on logs, In canoes, on rsfls, and 
one slnf, tbs only one that oould be 
acenred anywhere around here. Some were 
rtffinc (hronah tke water on horaebaAk, 
some even wading throngh waiet deep. 
Every onoe and a while, a house would 
oome floating down the river, and I heard 
(hat one actually had a family in it. “Take 
I it all in nil,” it was a terrible eight to wit- 
I sees, and as one of the inhabitants said to 
i me to day, “this day will be remembered 
long after (he war is ended ” 

The poor 40th boys are the principle suf- 
ferers in the brigade, for they lost very near- 
ly all of their tin's and camp equipage, and 
are now tentlett. They are quartered about 
the town in email groups in different houses, 
on boats, and with the 22d Kentnoky, 42<1 
I Ohio, and the cavalry boys, just wherever 
; they can poke (heir heads. But tbe worst 
of all is, (he provisions cf the whole bri- 
I gade are gone, or rained, and we will cer. 
tainly Buffer the oonsequenoes if more is 
not speedily procured, as there is nothing 
to be got in (his place. 

The inhabitants say they have not wit- 
nessed suoh a freshet since 1826, and you 
can rest absured they will not wish to see 
such another for doable that length of time 
again. 1 he damage to property is tremen- 
dous. The water was about 4 fee*, deep all 
over the town, aod there was soarcely a 
I house in the place but the water covered the 
1 fl'>OT. 

We had a melancholy accident in camp 
this week. A private in company I named 
James Sergeant, shot, through perfect oare- 
leesness. Corporal Gilbert, of the same 
I oompany, through the thick part of the 
I thigh, by whioh accident the man lost his 
; life (he earns day. Gilbert leaves a wife 
and six email ohildren to monm hie k>6s. 

Three secesh ruffiane who belonged to a 
band of robbers under one Vanoe, were 
brought io4o camp three days ago, who werq 
captured by a brave little party of Union - 
ieis, after they bad a fight with (hem, in 
which two of tke robbers were killed and 
three wounded. The ruffians were plun- 
dering their own neighbors, when they were 
pursued and rented. 

Tbe health of the brigade and 22d is tol- 
erably good. We have no particular siok- 
ness amongat us to complain of, except 
colds and a few oases of mumps. 

Tbe boys all send their kind regards to 
tke bome-folke.

Several weeks ago the House parsed a

life to be aseigned to the duty of reorolting 
for these regiments. In reply throngh the 
Adjutant- General, it is stated that all 
the Colonels of the new regiments taken 
from the regular army, two excepted, 
are General officers of volunteers in aotive 
oommand. Those two are commanding 
the departments of Florida and Pensa- 
cola and of New Mexico. When the 
organization of the new regiments was 
oommenoed. a few of the regular officers 
sppointed for them were fir a time employ- 
ed in startiog the system of reoruiting, but 
nearly all of them were relieved on the pas. 
sago of the aot to which refertnoe is made. 
In the 19 old regiments of 261 offioers, not 
recent appointmen's, who would otherwise 
be available for duty with the regiments, 
21 are General offioers and 29 field officers 
of volunteers.

It is be- 
lieved that the speech of Prince Napoleon 
on the address of the Senate, will express 
the real policy of tho Eaperor, on the Ital- 
ian questioc.

He refnted the idea that the 
American Qoveroraent was influenced by 
a mob, and argued that the interests of 
England were so bound up with Amerioa, 
that it was in every respect inadvisable to 
inflict a sting that it might take eentnries to 
remove.
